The 
I)resent list “contain.s in all 1190 native and d0.d natiiralized and 
ad venti ve .species, a total of 149.‘1”; hut of tliis nuniher several, upon 
critical inspection, inust ohviously he oinitted: sueh j)lants as /w/ro- 
podntm. sahiudcfohum. and L. ('oiiiplanafum, horeal plants whieh extend 
southward only into nortliern Xew England and wliieh were not strieken 
froni the list when their ^-la.ssaeliu.setts representatives, L. friKfarIn/um 
and L. compinnatum, var. jlahe.Uiformc, w(!re in.serte<l; (ilpcrrin 
Jluitan.s' whose place in Massachu.setts is taken hy f/. .srptcn.tri(>nnlis 
and (l. horralis; Carex adimfa, known in Xew Knglaiul only froin 
Hancock ('ounty, Maine, hut here entered upon the l)asi.s of Tucker- 
inan’s s|)ecimens wliich.as represented in varioiis luTharia, are tvpi<‘al 
i .jonira; Cpipadis dreipivn.'^, known in New England only in north- 
ernmost Maine hut often confused (without apparent reason) with our 
]Vla.ssaehusetts E. iessrlata; and I itin cordifaha, a piant unknown as 
lar north(*ast as Xew England hut fornuirly (and api)arently stili hy 
sonie j)eople) coniused with our conunon and distinet I . vnijfina. 

The opportunity for further additions to tlu* list for the Coniuvticut 
^all<‘y counties and the vahu* of the field work now heing aetively 
pro.secuted hy the X'ew England llotanical ( luh are clearly indi('ated 
hy the fact that colleetions hrought hack to the ('luh H(*rhariuin, 
chieHy hy those who took part in the (ireciifit^ld fi<*ld-dav in 1912, 
contain torty species whieh are not nientioned iti Professor Ston(>’s 
Li,s(: hfpiisrtum pratrn.sr, Scirpa,'* Pcckii, Carex Craiefardii, C. replia- 
loidea, C. commums, danens brachi/ccji/adas, Spiraatlies Hamaazolhana, 
Oxabs ftlipes, Teacrnna lioirps, Aafcnaaria oceidentalis, .1. lirainerdii, 
rl. pefaloidea, Xantlunm canadensc, liidens vabjata, etc.; while inany 
local sp(‘cies, listed hy Stone from a single stat ion each, w(‘re collected 
at what now ajipear to he unrecorded stations; Criiptagramma SielUiri 
at Montague and (lill; Poa alsodes at Greenfield and .Mnlu^rst; Alnns 
mollis at Montague and Shelhurne; Dentaria maxima at Xorthlicld, 
GilI and Coleraiiu*; Waldsteinia fragarioides at Greenfield; Prnnns 
cuneata at JMontague; etc. From these facts it is ciear that our 
knowledge oi the Hora of the Connceticut Valley counties is far from 
complete; and to those who are situated to explore that diversified 
region. Professor Stone’s new List will he weleome as a convenient 
basis for further detailed notes.— M. L. F. 


SciHiMJs Pf:ckii in Connectictt. — While spending my vacation 

at my hrother’s horne in liarkhamsted and during my time not spent 
“farming it” I was stiulying and collecting the Hora in that vicinity 
as I have done on inany previous occasions. In an old and wettish 
meadow, at an elevation of 1025 feet, where an alumdaiice of Scirpus 
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atrocinctiis grew, I noticed a few small chimps of a Scirpm which, while 
resembling it, was taller and more erect, with iipright spikes and long 
slender spikelets. The S. atrooincius that grew all al)out was ripe 
and falling to pieces, while this sedge was just passing out of hlossom. 
The following day, July 13, 1912, I was collecting in a similar wet 
meadow al)out a half mile west of there in the town of Winchestei' at 
an elevation of 900 feet, where I came across a small stand of this same 
Scirpus. The nearly related S. afrocincfus was also abundant in i:his 
meadow with its var. hrachypodus and with many variations between 
the typical forni and the variety. I identified this Scirpus as S. 
Peckii and Mr. C, A. Weatherby, who kindly compared it with speci- 
mens at tlie Grav Herbarium, confirmod mv identification. The 
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species is new to Conneetieut. This rare sedge has been found in 
Berkshire Co., Massachusetts, since the publieation of the New (ir;i,y’s 
Manual, thus greatly increasing its Southern range.— Artitur E. 
Blewitt, Waterliury, Conneetieut.

Two Records of Panicum callipiiyllum Ashe. — Mr. F. T.

The only previous colleetion of the 
piant known from New England is that made by C. E. Perkins at 
IMedford, Mass., 3 August 1881, recorded liy Hitehcock and Chase in
